Its Defenseless Condition Causes 
Much Comment.. 



Adm. Walker Thinks a War With 
6r»at Britain Would Show 

Bow Illy This Country I* Prepareri for each

l condition of the 
which the general of the nrmy has re- 
cently elaborated with n.ueh precision 
of detail, is for the moment the prin- 
ciple subjott of conversation amonir 
army and navy officer*. (Jen. Miles' dec- 
laration that tinfrland. notwithstand- 
ing her great nary, would be practical- 
ly helpless against a powerful adver- 
sary but for her system of coast 
defenses, is fully endorsed by both 
branches of the service. Adm. John 
O. Wallcer, who represent* the pro- 
gressive element of the new navy, re- 
gards coast defenses and » navy as the 
complement of each other. That is to 
say no great country can protect itself 
without both systems of defense. 

What Adm. Walker says iu this con- 
nection is significant not only because 
of his knowledge of military matters, 
but for the further reason that he be- 
lieves a war between the United States 
and a strong foreign power would 
demonstrate how illy this country is 
prepared for such an encounter. 

"I am a good American," said Adm. 
Walker Thursday morning, "but I can 
not abut my eyes to cold faots. We 
are not prepared to-day to engage in 
war with any first-class power. Wo 
are In the position that China occu- 
pied in her recent struggle with Ja- 
pan. We have a va*t population. (rrent 
wealth, boundless resources and in- 
tense patriotism. ltut we can not 
maintain an offensive or defensive at- 
titude against any oue of the half doz- 
en fareign countries. What Gen. 
Miles says about the defenseless con- 
dition of our coast cities is entirely 
correct. 

"It is true that New Yor* and San 
Francisco are better protected than 
our other commercial cities, but even 
they would be helpless against the as- 
saults of a dozen powerful ironclads. 
So far as the remaining cities are con- 
cerned they have no protection what- 
ever." 

"What do you think the government 
ought to do?" 

"Congress ought to make liberal ap- 
propriations for coast defenses and for 
additional ships of war. More than 
anything else we need a strong navy. 
If we had a dozen battleships of the 
Indiana class on the Atlantic coast we 
could defy as powerful a maratlne coun- 
try as Great Britain. We have now 
four battleships building and two oth- 
er! have been appropriated for. 
We need at least seven more. 
If congress would appropriate the 
money two of these ships ought to be 
given to the Cramps, two to the Hunt- 
ington yard at Newport News, one to 
the Onion iron works at San Fran- 
cisco, and the others ought to be built 
at the navy vards at Brooklyn and 
Norfolk. With anything like a fair 
system of coast defense we would then 
be beyond the probability of war. 
There would be no more Corinto inci- 
dents, or talk of foreign aggressions on 
American soil The United States 
would be pre-eminent on the American 
continent The greatest precaution 
against war is to be fully prepared 
for It." 

"What about the Pacific coast." 

"Three battleships would be suffi- 
cient for those waters, as the only 
probability of trouble there might be 
with the countries to the south of us, 
and three such vessels would amply 
protect us from their assaults." 

"Then you don't think we are pre- 
pared for war at present?" 

"We are very far from it. Our ships 
are the best of their class in the world, 
but we have not enough of them. We 
need more fighting ships— battleship*. 
The battleship is to the navy what the 
infantry is to the army. It is the 
fighting part of the navy. Hut it 
should be supplemented by torpedo 
boats, coast defense vessels and swift 
cruisers, aa the Infantry is made more 
effective by the employment of cavalry 
and artillery. The battle ship ia not 
needed in times of peaee, but it is in- 
dlspensible In case of war. When not 
actively engaged It can be laid up us 
the police work of the ocean can, be 
performed by email gunboat* which 
would not be effective in battle, but 
which are useful to carry the dag. 
This is the policy of Great Britain, who 
sends her gunboats abroad while her 
powerful ironclads, which are more 
expensive to keep in commission, re- 
main on the home stations." 

"Could Great Britain, for example, 
send all of her navy to the United 
State* In the event of war between the 
two countries?" 

"No, I doubt if she coul.l send half 
of ber vessel*, for she ran not leave 
her interesta in other parts of the 
world unprotected. But even a part 
of her great navy would bo sufficient 
to give ua great trouble, at the 
•tart at least On the other band 
if we met her with a dozen 
powerful battleships on the 
Atlantic ooeat, with such other re- 
aources aa we poaaeas, we could no 
doubt win the struggle. Meanwhile 
we could throw half a million men 
into Canada within a few weeks, so 
that the fight would not be so one- 
sided aa it might at first glance ap- 
pear." 

"Bat you think at the present time 
England or any of the continental 
powers would have ua at a disadvan- 
tage?" 

"Undoubtedly. It is useless to talk 
about war with any strong European 
conntry in our praaeot condition."
